Communists Arrested in 
Many Cities—Tear 
Bombs Used in Chicago 
To Halt Riot. 


London, August 1.—( United News.) 
Communists of Europe and Russia 
joined today in a wide demonstration 
against war but far-reaching police 
precautions in virtually every capital 
dampened the enthusiasm of workers 
who had been urged to take part in 
the “protest.” Many arrests were 
made throughout the world, 

Gathering under the _ slogan of 
“War Against War,” communists over 
the entire soviet union took’ part in 
the demonstrations, which also mark- 
ed the fifteenth anniversary of Rus- 
sia’s entry into the Werld War. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of persons filled 
the streets of Moscow in long pa- 
rades led by brass bands and num- 
berless banners and floats. 

The outstanding theme of the dem- 
onstration was that capitalJist nations 
are preparing for war egainst the 
soviet union and that proletarians 
throughout the world must defend the 
soviet in view of the “inevitable world 
revolution.” 

France, whose communists have 
made the most extensive preparations, 
enjoyed a comparatively undisturbed 


day. About 900 communists were ar- 
rested in the Varis area, where some 
20,000 troops were on guard at all 
public buildings, and in the factory 
suburbs. Airplanes flew over the city 
watching for demonstrations. 


Five communists were arrested in 


Berlin, where the day was quiet in | 


contrast to the . bloody communist 
fighting on May Day. There were only 
minor disturbances in the German 


meetings to protest against “imperial- 
ism. The general trend of the 
speeches was that “the moment for 
armed upheaval has not yet come.’ 
The other capitals of Europe—

DAMAGE PRISON 
IN MAD FRENZY 


Washington Admits In- 
stitution Badly Over- 
crowded and Confirms 
Reports of Death. 


U, 8S. Penitentiary, Leavenworth, 
Kan,, August 1.—(/)—A mutiny that 
cost at least one convict’s life and se- 
vere injury to several others broke 
out in the narcotic block of the prison 
here today. 

The mutiny began immediately after 
lunch when the convicts were returned 
to their cell blocks and was said to 
have followed the effort of a group of 
prisoners to attack Warden Thomas 
B, White and Deputy Warden E. G. 
Zerbst. 

The disturbance centered in the 
block, populated by narcotic addicts, 
both black and white, but quickly 
spread to Block A, which is the west 
wing of the main building. 

Fight With Forks. 
The mutinous convicts, armed with

and their improvised weapons, de- 
stroyed guard rails and broke win- 
dows, 


Refusing to call upon the military 
at neighboring Fort Leavenworth for 
assistance, Warden White summoned 
the prison reserves at once. News otf 
the outbreak did not reach the public 

at Leavenworth for several hours. 

The prison.personnel handled. the 
problem with strictest secrecy until 
the firing of weapons and breaking of 
glass and shouts of convicts attracted 
the attention of families of guards and 


others, 
No Officials Injured. 

The noise was at its peak at about 
» o'clock and spectators said that they 
ieard sounds of explosions and saw 
pieces of glass fall. 

Notwithstanding the official secrecy 
it was learned from prison sources 
that none of the convicts had fire- 
arms and that no officials or other 
members of the employed personnel at 
the prison was seriously injured. 

One story of the outbreak told at 
the prison had it that the initial 
trouble began in the mess hall, when 
convicts began to throw dishes and 
refused to march out in order. 

There is general agreement that the 
real fighting came in the cell block 
as the guards herded the convicts to 
their cells. The prisoners were at no 
time is a position to break for liberty.

FIRES ARE RAGING 
IN 3 WESTERN STATES. 

Spokane, Wash., August 1.—(4)— 
One thousand men were fighting for- 
est fires today in Idaho, Montana and 
Washington under conditions tbat 
were made acute by the lack of rains. 

Probably the most dangerous fire 
in the region was on Schwartz creek, | 
in the Missoula national forest, which 
roared out of econtrol before heavy 
winds after fighters had subdued it 
and part of their force had been shift- 
el to new battle lines. Several thou- 
sand acres had been burned over. 
Fires were burning also in the Lolo, 
Butte and Black Feet forests in that 
state. 

In north Idaho several blazes, most 
of them confined to sections a few 
hundred acres in area, were burning 
in the Nez Perce and Selwhy forest. 
In south Idaho the Challis fire which 
had burned over 1,400 acres, jumped 
from control lines yesterday, but the 
Salmon forest blaze, which had devas- 
tated 8,000 acres in 10 days, was be- 
lieved to have been subdued. Observ- 
ers in the boise forest reported that 
a conflagration that had run for 10 
'davs had been controlled. 

In Washington the fires were small- 
er.

: MURDERER GAPES IN WONDER ON TRIP ts 


Sees First Auto and Airplane 


Bridgewater, Mass., August 1.—(/) 
lifty-three years ago a boy of 17 who 


had murdered children even younger 
than himself eutered the Charlestown 
state prison to expiate his crimes by 
a life in solitary confinement. 

Today Jesse H. Pomeroy, now a 
grizzled old man of 71, was taken 
from behind the grim walls that for 
more than a half century had been 
his home to the state farm here, a 
vast expanse of fertile land on which 
the several hundred inmates raise gar- 
den crops. 

Pomeroy arrived here in an auto- 
mobile, the first ride he had ever 


taken in a motor vehicle. During the 
trip his eyes were held wide by won- 
der and his tongue almost speechless 
as he realized with what speed a 
world, hidden from him by prison 
walls, had moved in 53 years... 
¥ tfer Surprised. 

Massachusetts’ historic “lifer” was 
surprised and disappointed by the vir- 
tual absence of horses from the high- 
ways. He saw but one from the time 
he left Boston until he arrived at 
the outskirts of Bridgewater. And at 
the state farm he faced one of his 


greatest surprises. There tractors have 


all. but displaced horses in agricul- 
tural work and a lengthy explanation 
was necessary before he was able to 
understand the use of those machines. 

Near Brockton _the two automo- 
biles bearing Pomeroy and five other 
long term prisoners, like him suffer- 
ing from ill-health, paused long enough 
at an airport for Pomeroy to witness 
for the first time the take-off of an 
airplane. He was so amazed that he 
was unable to question his guards. 

Train Is Explained. 

At another point a string of freight 
cars held his attention and an explana- 
tion was necessary before he could 
comprehend their ‘use. The gates low- 
ered at a railroad crossing, which 
halted the machine in one town 
thfough which they passed, impressed 
Pomeroy as one of the greatest im- 
provements he had seen. A string of 
high tension power lines on. their 


skeleton poles completely baffled the 
aged prisoner. 

Pomeroy appeared in good humor 
and his guards, to permit him better 
to view the countryside, had the an- 
tomobile driven slowly. At Randolph 
a halt was called. while a guard en- 
tered a drugstore and. purchased Pom- 
eroy an ¥ cream cone and a bottle 
of soda. He readily posed with these 
delicacies for cameramen. 


Crowds of Curious. 


Small crowds of curious delaved 
the party in nearly every town. The 
prisoners at the state farm, who had 
just finished their noon-day meal, 
were hardly less curious and flocked 
about Pomeroy’s machine. 

Pomeroy’s removal tv the state farm 
was directed because of his physical 
condition. He was assigned to a room, 
exclusive to himself, at the farm in- 
firmary. 

Pomeroy was sentenced to be hanged 
for the murder of Horace Milan, his 


\third victim, but because of his youth 
the seutence was commuted to soli- 
tary confinement for life. Aiice 4L 
years of “solitary” he was permitted 
to take his place with other prisoners. 
Prisoners at the state farm are al- 
lowed a considerable degree of lib- 
erty.

That such a tax could ever obtain 
imous approval was not to be ex- 
pected. There are many reasons why 
individuals and corporations should 
prefer not to pay such a tax, but their 
objections do not overbear the justice 
and reasonableness ef the tax. They 
are similar to the reasons why some 
men prefer to wear derby hats to ten- 
gallon Arizona sombreros.. It is 
matter of taste and comfort rather 
than of righteousnéss. 

The net income tax is like sharing 
a small piece of a fellow’s dessert 
pound cake; it takes nothing from the 
real substance of his dinner.

The Unconstitutionality Fiction. 

The objection raised by some per- 
sons that a statutory income tax is 
unconstitutional is pure fiction. It 
will not be seriously made by any 
one intelligent enough to read and un- 
derstand the simple English language 
of our state constitution. 

That document empowers the gen- 
eral assembly to impose taxes with- 
out limit as to kind or amount, except 
ad valorem not to exceed five mills on 
property, for all the purposes specifi- 
cally set out in the article. The net 
income tax imposed by the Boykin 
bill is for general state purposes and 
carries no special ‘allocations. The 
proceeds will go into the treasury and 
can be appropriated as the legislature 
may elect, within the terms of the 
constitution. 

The decisions of the courts all over 
the union, up to the supreme court 
of the United States, uphold the sov- 
ereign right of the states to impose 
income taxes. Down in Florida,’ in 
order to estop the legislature from en- 
acting such a tax, the state constitu- 
tion had to be amended so as to pro- 
hibit that sort of an enactment. 

There isn't a lawyer in Georgia fit 


to hold his license who can point out 
in the constitution of this state a 
scintilla of prohibition of the Loykin 
net income tax Proposition.

No Confliet With Federal Law. 

The basing of the tax. upon one- 
third of the tax paid to the federal 
government is neither a delegation to 
that government te-fix our tax rate. 
It is simply taking legislative notice 
of a federal condition and using its 
fixed facts as the basis of our demand 
upon the taxpayer. 

There is no semblance of intrusion 
upon federal territory or of the fed- 
eral power making any law for us. 
The facts of record. make the condi- 
tion precedent to eur tax requisition. 

In like manner we base a nun- 
ber of our state laws upon ascertained 
federal laws and conditions. We leg- 
islate With respect to eur highways 
upon conditions fixed by federal laws 
and regulations. We do the same with 
respect to vocational education provis- 
ions by the federal government. We 
have to legislate with respect to. our 
militia in strict accord with federal 
laws and regulativuns, 

What nonsense it is, then, to argue 
that because we require a citizen to 
submit a duplicate of a sworn return 
he has made already to the federal 
tax collector we will get entangled 
with the federal law? We can safe- 


@/ ly trust the federal authorities to pro- 


tect their prerogatives and rights.

A Question ef Expediency. 

My sole interest in this matter has 
been to keep the facts properly placed 
before the minds of the legislators. 
If a net income tax is enacted, and 
I have a net income, I will pay on 
it as the law requires. But if a sales 
tax is enacted I will pay on it every 
time I reach into my pocket to buy 
a sandwich or a seven-passenger limou- 
sine, 

The tax is not imposed upon prop- 
erty and hence no amendment of the 
state constitution is needed to au- 
thorize and support it. 

The Federal Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals has long ago held that “the words 
income, gains and profits are used 
in common parlance and as legal terms 
in contradistinction to capital, prop- 
erty and capital assets.” The court 
adverted to “the oft-quoted analogy de- 
clared by the Supreme Court of Geor- 
via in Waring vs. Savannah, 60 Ga., 
100, that ‘the fact is property is the 
tree, income is the fruit; labor is the 
tree, jncome the fruit; capital the tree, 
income the fruit.’ ” 

So why paw up dirt about the sub- 
ject any more? The tax is lawful as 
the house has endorsed it. If the sen- 
ate passes it. “as is” and doesn’t mess 
it up with siliy amendments, it will 
do the state a most beneficent serv-

Boykin Bill Approved. 

Approval of the Boykin income tax 
bill, with some amendments, came as 
the climax of a two-day floor battle 
in which efforts to table the whole 
matter were blocked by its proponents. 
Definite action on the measure was 
assured early Thursday with adoption 
of a resolution by Representative By- 
ars, Spalding, limiting all speeches 
on any issue to 10 minutes during the 
remainder of the assembly term, with 
the exception of authors of bills, who 
will be allowed 20 minutes. A sub- 
sequent resolution, applying specitfic- 
ally to the Boykin bill and offered by 
its sponsor, limited closing debate to 
one hour and a half. It was also 
adopted by a large majority. 

With their time thus restricted, op- 
ponents of the income tax measure 
launched a final vigorous attack on 
the general principle and the consti- 
tutionality of the bill. Leaders in the 
opposition ‘fight were Representatives 
Still, Fulton; Slater, Bryan; New, 
Laurens, and Sloan, Hall. Closing 
arguments for the proponents were 
presented by Representatives Shaw, 
Clay; Stewart, Atkinson; Duncan, 
Houston: Donfinick, Pike, and Cul- 
pepper, Fayette. 

One Major Amendment. 

The tax proposal went through witb 
addition of only one major amend- 
ment, submitted by Representative 
Boykin, Lincoln, author of the bill. 
It provided that the governor and 
the comptroller-general in 1951 should 
reduce the present ad valorem prop- 
erty tax of five mills in proportion to 
the amount of excess revenue derived 
under the income tax measure, A 
similar ameudment by Representative 
Howard, Chattahoochee, calling for 
specifie reduction of the ad valorem 
tax to two mills was withdrawn. 

Howard also was the author of one 
of the principal amendments defeated 
just before passage of the bill. This 
would have called fer levy of the 
st:i.te tax in the amount of one-half 
of the federal income schedule, in- 
stead of one-third as the plan now 
stands. During discussion of the bill 
it was pointed out that the one-third 
rate was expected to bring in an an- 
nual revenue of $4,500,000, and it was 
the general opinion that it was un- 
necessary to increase the tax at this 
time. 

Among a number of other amend- 
ments voted down was one by Repre- 
sentative Slater, Bryan, seeking to 
limit. jurisdiction of the bill to per- 
sons and to exempt corporations from 
the tax. Minor amendments adopted, 
however, included one to exempt from 
the state levy corporations .already 
exempt under the federal law, and 
one to allow appeals on writs of error 
from superior court decisions regard- 
ing collection of the tax, 

The house also held a brief but 
spirited debate over a local bill ap- 
plying to the city of Cartersville. Al- 
though previously passed by both 
branches, the measure was again be- 
ing sought by the senate for the pur- 
pose of holding a public hearing on it. 
After the two members of the Bartow 
county delegation had voiced oppos- 
ing Opinions in the matter, the house 
vociferously voted down the senate 
resolution requesting return of the bill 
to that body. 

Introduction of a few new meas- 
ures and passage of more than a 
dozen local bills completed the day’s 
activities. The house adjourned at 
1:30 o'clock, having decided unani- 
mously against an afternoon session.

tives of ten other American newspapers to take a trip to Japan and 
China for the purpose of studying conditions with a view of bringiag 
about closer relations between these countries and the United States. 
_Francis W. Clarke, managing editor, was assigned to make the 
trip for The Constitution, and today this paper publishes the twen- 


tieth of a series of articles from Mr. Clarke. 


His letter, which fol- 


lows, wasewritten from Pekin, China. Irregularity of appearance of 
these articles from Mr. Clarke is due, of course, to lack of regular 
mail schedules in the distant points he is visiting. 


Pekin, China.—The leaders of the 
reform government in China are not 
discouraged over their failure to im- 
prove conditions throughout the years 


since the overthrow of the dynasty, 
President Chiang Kai-shih, in an ex- 
clusive interview, told the group of 
American journalists brought to the 
far east under .the auspices of the 
Carnegie Endowment for Internation- 
al Peace, but to the contrary feel 
that the constructive work of. those 
years has just been consummated. and 
that his country’s prospects are bright- 
er now than at any time in its mod- 
ern history. 

The suave and comparatively young 
leader of the Kuomintang party ad- 
mitted frankly that China during the 
last decade has not only failed to go 
forward, but has as 4 matter of fact 
retrograded in financial, economic and 
general living conditions, 


“Democratic government, when it 
assumed the reins in China, was faced 
with such a tremendous task that 
there was no thought on our part to 
proceed to the upbuilding of the na- 
tion in a material way, or the im- 
proving of its standing amongst the 
other nations of the earth until we 
had had a_ thorough house-cleaning 
among ourselves. 

“We assumed the duties of govern- 
ment when the nation was at its low- 
est ebb and our every step from the 
very beginning was bitterly fought, 
on the one side by the military pow- 
er of the old imperialists and on the 
other by the money from soviet Rus- 
sia which was poured into China by 
the Bolshevics. 


“Until we had put an end to the 
threats from the militarists there 
could not be a really unified China, 
and there was no need of attempting 
constructive work until unification 
had been effected, because, with the 
power of*the militarists still unbrok- 
eu, there would have been the con- 
stant probability of everything done 
being immediately undone. 


_ “This putting down or bringin 
into the Kuomintang fold of the mili 
tary leaders, whose personal ambi- 
tions have been the greatest stumbling 
block in China’s progress, was no easy 
task, and one which certainly could 
not be accomplished in a brief length 
of time. It must be remembered that 
the feudal system of China has exist- 
ed for countless centuries and such a 
system cannot be entirely done away 
with in a few days or months. It has 
taken years and China has undoubt- 
edly suffered during this period dur- 
ing which we have been striving to 
make such eliminations and adjust- 
ments as would permit us to build a 
firm foundation upon which to erect 
the structure of Chinese progress and 
prosperity. 

UNIFICATION A ASK 

NOW COMPLETED, 


“The three basic principles upen 
which our party is founded, as hand- 
ed down tu us by. Dr. Sun Yat Sen, 
are government for, of and by the 
people. The people could never have 
been made self-governing while mili- 
tary leaders were dominant in their 
Various sections. 


_ “One by one these former militar- 
ists have been cither eliminated or 
brought around to the viewpoint of 
the Kuomintang and it is with a spir- 
it of deep thankfulness and of the 
greatest optimism that I can say that 
we feel we have within the past few 
weeks completed our great task of uni- 
fication and can now turn our 
thoughts towards the upbuilding of 
China. 


_ “Our government service must be 
improved; our railroads and other 
communications built up from the 
state into which they have unfortu- 
nately fallen; we must start on the 
tremendous task of reducing the more 
than 90 per cent of illiteracy in China. 
It is a herculean task. but it is «a 
task that the leaders of China are pre- 
pared to undertake with every ounce 


—— 


of their energy and every resource 
at their command.” 

General Chiang’s interview was one 
of disarming frankness, of ready ad- 
mission of the failure of his govern- 
ment to accomplish anything whatso- 
ever of a constructive nature. His 
expressions concerning the desire of 
the leaders of democratic China—all 
of them men of compafatively young 
age—to improve the distressing con- 
ditions under which more than four 
hundred million Chinese are now liv- 
ing. were delivered with the greatest 
earnestness and seriousness. 

If this unification sticks, then China 
undoubtedly can look to the future 
with more hope than in many genera- 
tions: if this unification is merely an- 
other one of the houses built on sand 
which have marked China’s histery, 
then the chaos of old will return, in- 
tensified if anything, and with the 
country even more poverty stricken 
than it has been for a century or 


more. 
NO CLOSE OBSERVER 
CARES TO PROPHESY. 

No observer who knows China can 
be found to prophesy as to whether or 
not the unification of the Kuomintan- 
gists will last long enough for the 
country to get somewhat on its feet, 
but an incident .shich is quoted as 
having taken place in Pekin during 
June is at least illuminating as _ to 
the methods pursued in securing this 
unification, and will give the reader 
an idea as to whether or not it is a 
unification that is likely to remain. 

Following the decision of Marshal 
Feng. the so-called Christian general, 
to disband his army and leave China, 
only one man of outstanding ability 
and strong following was left—Gen- 
eral Yen Hsi-shan. General Yen jm- 
mediately announced his decision to 
accompany Marshal Feng. 

This announcement could have 
meant several things. It might have 
en. | for instance, that Feng and 

e 


n, having planned a surprise, were 
eaving the country in order that they 
would be held blameless for anything 
that might happen and could return 
immediately, with clean hands, to take 
advantage of any upturn which had 
taken place. 

Even if nothing of this kind was 
afoot, the Kuomintang leaders felt 
that it would be unwise for the two 
outstanding militarists of the coun- 
try to be traveling together, evidently 
fearing that even if nothing had been 
hatched up already, such companion- 
ship would undoubtedly lead to trou- 
ble. 
General Yen was accordingly noti- 
fied that the government greatly de- 
sired him to remain in the country — 
and help out in the great work of 
putting China back on her feet again. 
Yen's reply was that he had given 
Marshal Feng his word to accompany 
him and that he would not go back on 
his promise, B 

Following » negotiations stretching 
over a period of a week or two 
a conference was held at which were 
present both President Chiang and 
General Yen. Yen remained adamant 
in his expressed determination toe 
leave, and the conference came to a 
sudden end when President Chiang 
informed the general that “perhaps the 
reports of the entire abandonment of 
militarism were without foundation” 
and that if he were to attempt to leave 
the country it might be “at the risk 
of grave personal danger.” With which 
declaration President Chiang left the 
room, slamming the door after him, 
and General Yen suffered an attack 
of illness which forced him to go to 
a hospital—the German hospital, 
within the legation quarters, where 
the Chinese authorities may not enter. 

Perhaps unification secured by such 
tactics may remain permanent, but if 
it does then China has indeed come 
to the parting of the ways of its old 
customs, including the scheming of 
military leaders who have felt the

Recognition of the relationsbip be- 
tween the University of Georgia and 
Yale university ap. of the services 
to this state by graduates of Yale 
was made in a resolution offered in 
the senate Thursday. The measure 
would proclaim October 12, of this 
year, a legal holiday to be known as 
Abraham Saléwin. Day. 

Senators Goode, Pitner and Tyson, 
who Antroduced the resolution, set 
forth the major parts played in Geor- 
gia history by great men of the New 
Haven institution. They believed that 
the date on which the Yale football 
team comes to Georgia to play a wide- 
ly-touted intersectional game should be 
utilized as a memorial to these men. 

Abraham Baldwin, in whose honor 
the day would be named throughout 
the state, was a United States sena- 
tor from Georgia and was the author 
of the charter of the state university 
at Athens. Another Yale graduate, 
Josiah Meigs, was an early president 
of the Georgia school, and ruled a 
faculty made up almost entirely of 
Yale professors. 

Lyman: Hall, a governor of Georgia, 
delegate to the Continental Congress 
and signer of the Declaration of In- 
dependence, was a Yale man, as was 
Nathan Brownson, a govérnor of this 
state.

Ameri- 
can scout officials present included 
Mortimer Schiff, of New York, who 
gave the prince a check for $50,000 
to be presented to the Boy Scouts 
of Great Britain. The fund will be 
used at the discretion of Sir Robert 
Baden-Powell, founder of the Scout 
organization. . 

Schiff declined to comment on the 
vift. of .which he informed the prince 
during an audience this afternoon. 
Schiff is a former vice-president of 
the American Scouts. 

Others present at the banquet in- 
cluded Hloward Gillette, of Chieago ; 
G. Barrett Rich, Buffalo. N. Y 
James FE. West, New York; 
Frank Presbrey. New York. 

The arrival of the Prince of Wales, 
who will sleep tonight on a small
